WHY KENTUCKY HAS RETROGRADED 

The disgraceful conditions growing 
out of political eoroplieatlons has cen- 
tered on Kentucky just now, a dominant 
Interest*/ the American press and the 
uncharitable and often malignant com 
menu of metro|K>liian papers In some 
quarters emphasize that tbn bigotry, 
malevolence and persecution of sec- 
tional fanatics durlog the period of re- 
construction, were but suspended when 
the factions joined in burying the 
bloody shirt In promotion of reconcil- 
iation and fraternity.

Half century ago Kentucky's escutch- 
eon was comparatively spotless The 
pioneer herlugc of bravery, philan- 
thropy aod fraternity nourished in Its 
entirety, pre-eminently In the moun- 
tainous and tbinlv settled dtstrlcu. To- 
day, the community of feeling and lo- 
teresu survives in some of the moun- 
tain corners and modern methods have 
not supplanted the primitive. An angel 
j in disguise Is recognized In every 
stranger who applies for entertainment 
and he Is welcomed to a gratuitous 
; share of best that basket, bed and 
board afford. Not to be Included in 
Invitations to a "working" is regarded 
significant of disfavor, aod response to 
call for assistance 4s always made at 
sacrifice of Interest or Inclination No 
interest or urgency but can bnvwaived 
to attend the sick and assume the work 
of the disabled neighbor. 

The bigotry and rancor of religion 
and politics rarely produce conflict. 

Not only was Kentucky a border 
Slate, her soldiers were nearly equally 
divided between the two armies and her 
mountains were scenes of many con- 
flicts, much raiding and bushwhacking. 
The demoralization and license of such 
warfare developed latent viciousness of 
the rugged mountaineer and survivors 
recall with a shudder many of the bru- 
tal and revolting murders, which were 
committed In the name of eivlllzed war- 
fare. Comparative Isolation aud inac- 
cessibility encouraged moonshintng and 
fear of vengeance smothered any scru- 
ple which prompted a conscientious 
neighbor to betray a law breaker. 

1 ho revenue officials aud posse are 
ambushed and resisted as their dead- 
liest enemies and betrayal for reward 
aod revenge have provoked some of the 
bloody fiends. 

A sportsman Is authority for danger 
to a stranger traveling unaccompanied 
through the moonshintng districts, and 
the cordiality and frankness of the 
resident* when assured of the friendli- 
ness of the visitor. The life of an en- 
emy I* as lightly held as that of the 
game the native kills, and exposure to 
death in defense or support of a com- 
rade In creditable or criminal cause Is 
as unhesitatingly Incut red as response 
to a neighbor's call fur favor Is madu. 
Easily Inflamed to reckless extrava- 
gance without reason or reward the un- 
lettered backwoodsman never forgets a 
kludness nor Is happier than In oppor- 
tunity to reciprocate. Indeed, he is an 
anomaly, and, merits commiseration 
more ibau censure In the excesses he Is 
led to commit by merceuary and un- 
scrupulous leaders on whom he relics 
with childlike confidence. 

In olden limes when election toofflce 
was an honor and an officer honored; 
when joint canvass and discussions pre- 
vailed, the contestants manifesting a 
fraternal friendliness in their associa- 
tion, good nature aud neighborly fel- 
low-feeilng characterized a canvass, 
and the masses measured tne merits of 
the candidates aod their claims 

The reprehensible custom of today — 
Its denunciation, disingenuousness aud 
villiUcation — Is productive of III. 

The patriot (?) now is rarely favored 
with an audience including more than 
a sprinkle of the opposition, and assur- 
ance of opportunity for unchallenged 
extravagance aod mendacity encour- 
ages the Indulgence. 

The speaker usually relies upon abuse 
to enthuse his partisans, and bribes to 
secure the floaters. Political principles

cst In campaigns fur nomination, but 
only a mean to a selfish end, in reality, 
ns demonstrated by the defeated aspi- 
rants.

If you fall la ibis 
then yonr laws are dead letters 

If he could speak he would say: "Let 
the law take its course." Will design- 
ing men of high station be permitted 
to use the ignorant outlaw to further 
their ambition, and when that ambi- 
tion is disappointed, turn a red-handed 
murderer Ioojc under the very roof of 
the executive mansion?

Stanley said in part: We 
have come to loy the body of ibis grand 
tribune and commoner of the people by 
the side of Kentucky’s most honored 
dood. How fittingly, for living he was 
Hie peer of any, dying, be was peerless. 
William Goebel was grand lo his life, 
glorious in hts death. • With unspeak- 
able chagrin aod mortification, we re- 
member that this man, wno represent- 
ed typically all that was noble and 
truest, aod bravest and best, In and 
among a people whose proud boast wss 
they always dared to face a foe and 
shield a friend, should have been 
stricken down by au assassin. It was 
necessary that there should have been 
a Judas e'er tbe world was redeemed 
by a Christ, and who shall say but that 
In tbe death of this noble man we can 
hold that which was vicarious ? Wil 
itam Goebel dies, but freedom lives. 
Kentucky from this day marks an epoch 
In her history. We are a sadder and 
wiser and better people. We have 
learned a terrible lesson, but, oh my 
soul, we have learned it well, never to 
be forgot ten.

AFTER going squarely back on the 
men he induced to make peace term* 
or him and on hi* word to Senator 
Blackburn, the miserable counterfeit of 
a man who disgraces the office he 
usurp*, decided to send most of the 
soldiers home and Issued a proclamation 
recalling the Legislature to Frankfort. 
But the legislator*, who did not recog- 
nize his right to adjourn the body to 
London, and who were holding sessions 
in Louisville with quorums in both 
bodies, will pay no attention to his 
orders, and comioue to meet in Louis- 
ville until every bayonet is withdrawn 
rom the Capitol and there is proof that 
they will not be assassinated by moun- 
tain ruffians in the hire of republican 
leaders. This was done also in com- 
pliance with the recommendation of 
Gov. Beckham, who in a manly and 
temperate communication, advised the 
body of the failure of peace negotia 
lions and of the present status of affairs- 
The sudden change iu the plans of the 
usurper may have been caused, and 
doubtless was, bv Gov. Beckham's as- 
surance to the democratic members of 
the Legislature that they should not be 
arrested by the so-called officers of 
the rump Legislature at London, and 
Judge Barker’s charge to the Louisville 
grand jury to have the sheriff of Jeff- 
erson and the chief of police of Louis- 
ville brought before them and instruct 
them that no member of the Legisla- 
ture should be arrested by order of 
Taylor or anybody else to be taken to 
London or any ther olaoc. The entire 
course of the Butler county beast has 
been weak and vacillating, and he has 
seemed panic stricken ever since the 
assassination of Gov. Goebel, forwhleh 
he appears to be directly responsible. 
The craven action in calling all the 
State troops around him. declaring that 
a stale of insurrection existed, but 
which existed ooly in his fevered imag- 
ination. the idiotic and Indefensible 
proclamation adjourning the Legisla- 
ture to the little mountain hamlet of 
London, bayoneting the members when 
they tried to meet elsewhere in Frank- 
fort than the Capitol and his pusillani- 
mous action with reference to the peace 
settlement, all stamp him as a fool or a 
lunatic and utterly untit for any public 
position, far less the chief executive of 
a great Commonwealth. He is a dis- 
grace to his party, a disgrace to hu- 
manity and should be made to return 
to the vile earth from which he 
sprung, unwept, unhonored, but not 
unhung. 

Judge Breckinridge, who is in 
Cincinnati seeing after the injunction 
case against the Stata election commis* 
sioncrs before the U. S. court, to re- 
strain them from granting certificate* 
of election for the minor State offices 
from attorney general down, said in an 
nterview that Judge Taft assured him 
that he would give the defendants am- 
ple time to consider the document, and 
that it was a trick of Bradley to get a 
temporary injunction against them.

Bradley and his 
partners in sin cluim that the provis- 
ions of the constitution of the United 
Slates, which guarantees to every Stale , 
a republican form of government and, 
prohibits the taking of a man’s proper- I 
ty without due process of law have been j 
or are about to be violated. Lawyers , 
tell us that both of these assumptions I 
are violent and that they believe Taft 
to be. too much of a jurist to grant 
them. 

Tilt: p isillanifltoaa usurper at Frank- • 
fort screwed his little courage up Fri- 
day und went to the executive mansion 
for the first lime since ne had Gov. 
Goebel assassinated, but he did so un- 
der a guard of 25 soldiers. Cursed be 
such a coward. Nobody is going to 
harm him. Democrats do not assassl 
nate That is the sole prerogative of 
the republicans. 

Over 200 republicans rushed to 
Frankfort to keep Taylor from signing 
an agreement, which his friends pro- 
posed and which be bad honor bound 
himself to sign.

London is no longer the Capital of 
Kentucky, eveo in Taylor’s frightened 
dreams.
